Every intelligent man knows that this 


government has no right to interfere in 
the struggle now going on at Kio, ex- 
cept so far as lies in the interest of pro- 
tecting Americans, and are in duty 
hound under the international laws to 
preserve a neutral position, and that any 
abuse of such policy would involve the 
United States in serious trouble with 
Kuropean powers. The truth of the 
matter is, however, that Republican ed- 
itors know full well that Mr. Cleveland's 
foreign policy is a wise, prudential and 
p triotic one.

MEETING. 


In every avocation in which men and 


women are engaged, they fail, unless, 
by their own intellect and labor, they 
utilize their own mental faculties, the 
agencies and material that God has pro- 
vided for the purpose of blessing and 
making man happy. 


There should be an ideal life which all 


should aim to live. Although we should 
attain to positions of honor, and amass 
wealth and do not eagerly strive to live 
that ideal life which will make our 
rural homes pleasant, and humanity 
better for our having lived, we fail. 


The aim and purpose of life certainly 


should be to benefit mankind and honor 
the Great Creator. 


This we can only do Dy having our in- 


tellect and labor properly directed, so 
that our own homes will be pleasant 
and happy being aglow with a love for 
truth and right and a proper regard for 
honest toil. Then will a halo of bright- 
ness shine forth that will reverberate 
and bring untold blessings. Farmers 
very often fail to get good results from 
the labors of their children, and to be 
made happy by their life. While it may 
be true and doubtless is that many 
children are not naturally disposed to 
love truth and right and seem to abhor 
intellectual improvement and honest 
toil, we should not fail to remember 
and have it ever ringing in our eais, the 
saying of a great and wise man: ''Bring 
up a child in the way he should go and 
when he is old he will not depart from 
it." 
Is it not apparent to all that farm- 


ers pay less attention to the develop- 
ment of the minds of their children 
than almost any other class of men. 
Children are often expected and I dare 
say compelled to labor, as the dumb 
animal, for simply what the body must 
have to exist and labor, namely food 
and raiment. 
Farmers, when it is 


doubtless true that our greatest happi- 
ness should come from the proper devel- 
opment of car own off-springs into true 
man and worranhood, do we not fail 
when we refuse to use the faculties and 
opportunities we have? We owe it to 
our countiy, to our children and to our- 
selves. All who by our efforts aud 
means we help to a higher plane of in- 
tellectual improvement will cherish our 
memory with respect. The opportune 
ties are afforded us to develope our chil- 
dren into a complete physical and intel- 
lectual manhood. 


Xo avocation is surrounded with the 


requisites to produce health, a good 
memory aud clear judgment as is that 
of tilling the soil. The true functions 
of an education are to prepare oui boys 
aud girls for life. As much of the 
farmer's success depends on his wife's as 
on his own efforts. So what applies to 
the boy of the farm is of equal value to 
the girl. A nation's wealth depends on 
the products of the soil and the very 
best products of the farm are the boys 
and girls reared there. These products 
enter largely into the business economy 
of the world. Careful statistics will 
show that 80 per cent, of the successful 
business men of the world are from the 
country. Study the lives of our great 
statesmen, from Washington down, and 
you will find that the most of them have 
been country lads. 


Sow if it depends on the farm to fur- 


nish the food to carry on the commer- 
cial and manufacturing industries of 
the world and four-fifths of the brain to 
control and manage these; If the suc- 
cess which attend these mec depends on 
their mental and moral training, which 
which no one of inte ligence will doubt, 
do we not fail when we neglect the 
early training of our children ? Are 
farmers wide enough awake to their in- 
terest so as not to fail in having the 
proper use made of the money that has 
been so thoughtfully bestowed by this 
commonwealth to its public schools? 
Will we encourage our school directors 
to secure for our children efficient teach- 
ers, teachers who have tact, and talent 
and aspirations to move higher in the 
scale of intellectual improvement? Here 
we have a chance to give to our children 
a legacy that has never before been 
offered to the fanner's sons and daugh- 
ters of Pennsylvania. I say a,'ain will 
we encourage our school directors to 
give us a longer term where it has not 
already been done and carefully and 
ju'liciously furnish the schools with such 
appliances as will facilitate the attain- 
ment of knowledge. If our paternal 
liappiness and national prosperity depend 
on the farmer's product, namely the 
boys and 
girls, eighty per cent, of 


talent that carries on the business of the 
world comes from these, and if intelli- 
gence rightly directed is of more value 
than anything elso produced on the 
farm; I say if these are facts and not 
fancies, would it not be a great cause of 
failure to say our schools are all they

man. Farmers often fail to interes 
their children in farm operations, be 
cause they do not take them into thei 
confidence and share the management 
They fail for the reason they do not per 
mit them to share a small part of th 
profit, teaching them to dispose of it a 
their own pleasure, judiciously. They 
fail because they do not teach their chil 
tiren to properly care for all kinds o 
stock and poultry and give a word o 
encouragement for all honrat efforts to 
do their part. Kemember, we arrive 
toward perfection by constant effort a 
improvement. Some farmers fail for 
the reason that they do not want to 
realize that in the sweat of thoir fac_ 
they shall eat their bread, and tae com- 
mandment, six days shall thou labor 
and do all thy work, is not applicable to 
their nature. They are too indolent to 
secure property or even to retain what 
they may have inherited. 


Another class are too eager to amass 


wealth and are excitable. 
When land 


is booming and at its highest pitch theygo 
in debt. Then when reverses come and 
crops fail and interest on debts accrue 
they risk some unquestionable specula- 
tion to help them steer ashore. The re- 
sult almost invariable is failure. Solo- 
mon says "Tie that hasteth to be rich is 
not wise." Intellect and labor go to- 
gether. According to the course of nat- 
tural events there always have been 
revolutions in business circles when the 
tide of prosperity would change. The 
farmer who is guided by cool and judi- 
cious judgment will at once conclude 
that this state of affairs will not be 
kept up indefinitely. This class of farm- 
ers seldom have occasion to complain of 
hard times., for tbe reason that they are 
judicious, systematic, economical and 
industrious. The farmer who is govern- 
ed by a system and keeps close watch in- 
variably succeeds. The farmer who con- 
stantly complains has made a fatal mis- 
take somewhere. Tiiere is a great deal of 
failure in farm operations, because of 
want, of system. In the experience of 
many farmers no plans are laid for the 
future, no method for arranging the 
woik. Xothing is in its place for it has 
no fixed place and machinery is more 
damaged by exposure than by use. 
Stock is poorly housed, irregularly fed, 
aud with no purpose to make the beat 
possible returns for feed and labor. 
Hence I dare say that a 1-uge percentage 
is raised and fed at an actual loss. 
xVnother cause of failure in stock raising 
is because proper attention is not given 
to breeding, from potter to finest steed. 
We should breed the best stock for the 
purpose we desire it aud feed it to its 
full capacity to attain the best results. 
A careless manufacture and sale of 
dairy and other products will tend very 
much to keep down the income side of 
our accounts. We fail because we lack 
the proper knowledge of the business. 
In order to grow paying crops it is neces-

priation to simply alleviate taxation. I 
believe fanners fail wheu they do not 
provide within the home good books, 
jiapers, musical instruments and games, 
which children will use for amusement 
and improvement. These will influence 
their lives for good. The youth of the 
household will realize it to be the hap- 
piest, brightest place of all that appears 
withiu their range of vision. 
The 


pleasant memories of home will go with 
and influence them all through life. It 
will make them feel that some one cares 
for thsm. That one man will fail where 
another would succeed is vividly brought 
to our notice almost every day. Two 
men under apparently equal circum- 
stances launch out in business, having 
equal chance to succeed. The one fails 
The other succeeds. 
The question 


comes what is the reason of the failure. 
It is not because of the circumstances 
surrounding them. Conditions for suc- 
cessor failure are the same. It is not 
because of one being more frail in body 
than the other, because the man of 
feeble body often succeeds far beyond 
the more hearty. The cause is in the 
man and not in the circumstances. It is 
the mind, general intelligence and make- 
up of the man, and not in the body. 
Some one will say, I know plenty of 
men who have had no education and 
have proven a blessing to society and 
have been very wiccessful in business 
circles. Why, yes, that is true. But no 
one would doubt for a moment that if 
these same men would have had a better 
early training that their lives for good 
•would have been much more felt. 
All men of ability are fully aware that 
success is not attained by following 
a prescribed course of text books, but by 
life experience, proper thinking and act- 
ing. Fanners fail although they accu- 
mulate wealth, when they do not bring 
to themselves and all who feel the vibra- 
brations of their lives those things which 
make life pleasant and profitable and 
tomes happy. Money cannot purchase 
all these.

sary to have a knowledge of how the 
seeil bed should be prepared, what 
amount of seed and how distributed, the 
the plant food elements and the propor- 
tionate quantity of each to be applied. 
Upon the knowledge of these facts and 
execution of the work mainly depend 
the amount of crops to be harvested. 


Diire I say farmers lack the knowledge 


of these very essential points? In order 
to prove the assertion it would only be 
necessary to read you an accurate report 
of crops harvested by many farmers. 
I'o farmers (i ud pleasure in cultivating 
crops and raising stock at an actual loss 
or a very meager proflt? If not, is the

_«_ J0 '" «- I «- of proper knowledge, energy and econ- 


omy, 
that does characterize the success- 


ful farmer. While legislation and un- 
equal taxation is often detrimental to 
farmers, and while agriculture does not 
have the protection it should 'have, 
possibly the least of all industries, is not 
the main cause of failure nearer home, 
right in the farmer himself. 


A strict account would give encour- 


agement and save many farmers and 
others from financial failure. We would 
be surprised at the column of receipts 
from the farm it it was given credit for 
all it products. And many doubtless 
would be much more surprised at the 
column of expenditures. How many 
farmers live beyond their income, 
striving to fashion their living after 
their more successful brother farmer, or 
after him who has received rich legacies 
or has other resources from which to 
draw. A strict account would serve as 
a mirror, and the prudent farmer would 
stretch himself according to his cover. 
Farmers fence, sow seed, pay tax, and 
try to cultivate many acres which result 
in failure, because of not being properly 
underd rained. 


Last, but not least of all, I will men- 


tion cultivation and fertilization. In 
these days of improved machinery and 
close competition, farmers who will suc- 
ceed dare not be content with cultiva- 
ting the soil as did our ancestors, the 
primitive soil, with their wc-oden plow 
and 
brush harrow. Time and space 


will not permit me to mention the loss 
sustained by lack of thorough tillage. 
Would simply call attention to this very 
important factor in successful farming. 
The question of fertilization is difficult 
to thoroughly understand. But that 
we fail to understand, and successfully 
apply is evident. I believe we fertilize 
much too sparingly to make it pay, and 
that a more liberal application of plant 
food would greatly add to the farmer's 
receipts without comparatively inereas- 


I ing this expenditure. It is impossible to 
even touch upon all points wherein lies 
failure in a paper like this. But let it 
be remembered that there is no kind or 
amount of fertilizer, no breed of stock, 
no improved seed or machinery that 
will reach the full measure of their pos- 
sibilities, unless directed by a fertile and 
cultivated brain.
